Washington, D. C., March 9. — Presi- 


dent Wilson from a sick bed today or- 
dered the arming of American mer- 
chant ships against Germany's ruth-

February 1, has not been quite clear, 
owing to the fact that less than a 
dozen such voyages havo been made 
and it is possible that all the vessels 
that escaped succeeded in avoiding the 
submarines entirely. It h,is been sug- 
gested that Germany probably issued 
instructions to her commanders not to 
sink American ships without every 
precaution for those on board, as a last 
hope for keeping America out of the 
war. 
The ruthless destruction of pas- 


senger liners like the C- lifornla and 
the Laconia, however, is felt here to 
render this belief improbable. 


The effects of America's action upon 


other neutral nations will be awaited 
with keen interest. Vessels of those 
countries, too, have been heading to 
port through terror 
of the German 


menace. 


The throttling of neutral shipping 


both British and German experts have 
stated to be the most serious result of 
the German campaign to date and to 
have exceeded in effects 
the actual 


amount of tonnage destroyed. Several 
German authorities 
have 
indicated 


that so long as they could terrorize 
neutral vessels and continue their at- 
tention on British shipping the even- 
tual starvation of England -was certain.

crews and all other necessary equlp- 
! ment or personnel to carry out the In- 
structions. 


Navy yard commandants 
-will su- 


perintend the Installation of guns on 
! merchant craft. The rifle*, Ammuni- 


tion, mounts, range finders and other 
accessories are alteady stored at the 
yard. 
They range from heavy 6-inch 


rifle* to 3-inch 
guns and 
smaller 


weapons. The number of guns to go 
on each ship, the personnel selected 
from the active list of the navy or 
from the reserve, to handle the suns, 
the tin-e of sailing or the means of 
ships that have been armed, will not 
be disclosed. 


Secretary Daniels in his statement to 


the newspaper men said: 


"You have road the statement issued 


from the white house and now you 
know that the President has the power 
to arm American merchant ships mak- 
ing trips on the seas on lawful errands, 
and Is free to exercise it nt once. 1 
do not think you ought to ask with 
what guns they \\ill be armed or how 
they will ba manned or exactly when 
the power will be granted. 
The gov- 


ernment should be trusted 
fully to 


carry out the policy announced In the 
best way. 


"I do not think you ought to nsk 


when the ships will be armed or print 
when they will 
sail. 
Today I re- 


quested 
every 
cable 
company 
In 


America not to send out any news 
about such ships sailing to or from 
Europe. 
The wireless 
stations 
are 


under the direction of the navy depart- 
ment and no news of sailings •will go 
out by radio. 


"T am going to request 
you 
and 


every 
newspaper 
and 
every 
news 


agency In the United States not to 
print any news about the arrival of 
ships or when any of them will sail for 
European ports. There is no power of 
censorship in our country. The Presi- 
dent does not have any authority over 
the press. 
In this time of national 


emergency, I feel sure that every news- 
paper will accede to the request not 
to even give a hint or speculation of 
the sailing of American ships. 
Such 


publication might result in the loss of 
life. As the reasons are so obvious for 
making this request there is confidence 
in administration circles that this re- 
quest will be complied with by every 
paper In the country. 


"All patriotic Americans are ready- 


to make sacrifices for their country in 
times of emergencj". 
The press can 


render the highest patriotic service by 
refraining from printing at this time 
what ordinarily they 
would 
freely 


print. 


"Inasmuch as it will be Impossible 


to reach every paper and news agency 
directly, I will ask all papers to carry 
this request which is made as an ap- 
peal to the patriotism of all Journalists 
and disseminators of news. 
The best 


news the readers can have Is that the 
government will protect the rights of 
America to the freedom of the sens. 
The publication of details can serve no 
good purpose and might jeopardize 
human life. 
All readers will surely 


applaud the papers In responding to 
this appeal." 


With the departure 
of 
the 
first 


armed American ship it will be neces- 
sary for the navy department to issuo 
instructions to gun crews as to tho 
manner In which tho weapons are to 
be employed. In that will be involved 
a declaration of policy as to whether 
the appearance of a submarine in the 
neighborhood of a ship Is sufficient 
warrant for opening 
fire. 
Officials 


would not discuss the aspect of the 
situation. 


When the application of a ship own- 


er for arms has been approved by the 
navy department, the commandant of 
the nearest navy ynrd will he ln-- 
structed to place the guns aboard. In 
some casos structural changes In ships' 
decks may be necessary to carry the 
gun weight. 
In any event it will take 


no more than a few days to outfit any 
ship. 


Contracts for additional gur.s 
of 


suitable siJ-e are being speeded up. It 
Is expected that they can be completed 
so that weapons will be quickly avail- 
able for converting merchant 
craft 


into naval auxiliaries If war comes.
